Improvements 
have been made the machinery, the 
power used has altered, the drying 
has been regulated, the finish has been 
perfected, but the operations have re- 


mained essentially the same during 
the last hundred years.

mixed paper stock: the cuttings from 
binderies, and waste paper all sorts 
from offices, stores, and schools. This 
waste paper includes tough wrapping 
paper, writing paper, cover stock and 
magazines, etc. 

The mixed papers, cleaned all 
heavy foreign matter, are fed into 
the mixer beater, where they are 
disintegrated into their original fibres. 
The beating operation important, 
the fibres must separated, 
brushed out, blended, and mixed with 
sufficient water that they will flow 
the beating which makes the board 
fine-grained.

Before the pulp ready for the wet 
machine, run through jordan 
engine which delivers shearing cut 
the fibres, and breaks down any 
coherent particles which may have 
escaped the beater bars. The pulp 
then flows through very fine screens 
into the vat the wet machine. 


cylinder mould the wet ma- 
chine large, hollow, wire-covered 
drum. the cylinder revolves the 
vat containing the stock, the water 
flows through the wire depositing the 
pulp the outer surface the drum. 
The revolving drum comes contact 
with endless felt, which picks 
the film pulp and carries the 
press rolls where winds round and 
round the upper press roll, making 
roll called. The fibres the 
surface each film pulp are suffi- 
ciently loose and pliable interlock 
and bind with the fibres the next 
layer that coherent sheet grad- 
ually formed. 

soon the sheet the required 
thickness, the operators slit along 
transverse groove the face the 
making roll, and remove without 
stopping the machine. The sheet comes 
from the wet machine almost two and 
one half times the thickness the 
finished beard. 

The large sheet from the wet ma- 
chine then cut into sheets 
proper board size, and the wet 
boards are piled truck with felts 
inserted between every few boards 
aid draining off the water. The 
pile placed hydraulic press 
where pressure approximately 
two hundred four hundred tons 
applied. This pressure removes nearly 
per cent the water, closes the 
fibres, and reduces the thickness 
the board half. obvious that 
such intense pressure, applied the 
thick sheet while wet state, must 
produce dense and solid sheet.

The 
temperature this room carefully 
regulated, and the circulation the 
air controlled that the moisture 
the boards evaporates slowly. The 
length time the boards remain 
the drying room determined 
their thickness, and varies anywhere 
from six twenty-four hours. This 
slow drying aids bringing out the 
fine qualities the board, its tough- 
ness and strength, just slow drying 
makes the finest paper. 

After the boards are dry, they are 
examined carefully. All loose particles 
are scraped off, and any imperfect 
boards are removed. 
boards can finished, they are 
sprinkled, piled under pressure and 
left mull. Boards can finished 
few hours after they are sprinkled, 
but longer period mulling— 
twenty-four forty-eight hours 
more—is considered better practice. 

Before the boards are run through 
the calenders, they are weighed indi- 
vidually scale which registers 
the number the board, that is, the 
number sheets given weight 
which will make bundle weighing 
fifty pounds. After being assorted ac- 
cording number, the boards are run 
through the calender stacks where 
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they are compressed the proper 
thickness. For number board, 
size, the calender rolls are 
set turn out sheet exactly .070 
inch thick. These metal cal- 
ender rolls are heated over 350 
degrees F., pressure 
must applied the already dense 
sheets reduce the thickness ap- 
proximately .025 inch. The 
calendering not only compresses the 
sheet uniform thickness, but gives 
the board hard smooth finish. 

The calendering the last major 
operation the very slow and care- 
ful process which binders board 
made. takes from fifty one hun- 
dred hours from the time the pulp 
reaches the making roll the wet 
machine until the sheet leaves the 
calenders finished board. Many 
the operations are performed hand, 
and the machine operations have 
carefully watched, and the 
amount water, heat, and pressure, 
accurately adjusted the opera- 
tors that the making binders board 
may well considered craft.

OLD blocking cloth dates 
1832, when Archibald Leigh- 

ton perfected process pre- 
paring the cloth surface that gold 
lettering could done rapidly and 
commercial quantities. Michael Sad- 
leir, “The Evolution Publishers’ 
Binding Styles,” published Richard 
Smith, Inc., points out that early 
gold lettering reflected again that con- 
servatism which had marked the in- 
troduction previous improvements 
styles and methods. Early gold 
lettering occupies exactly the same 
place the spine previously occupied 
the label. But the publisher’s im- 
print began appear the foot 
the spine. 

1850 decorative lettering had 
begun develop. “the re- 
version tight titling the nine- 
ties,” titling tended “sprawl over 
the spine.” From 1840 1870 there 
were many books with brightly colored 
cloths, lettered and also blocked with 
pictures designs, and sometimes 
with illustration from the book 
itself. 


For about nine years—1834-1843— 
Mr. Sadleir finds that half-cloth la- 
belled and full-cloth gold-blocked case 
styles, the former passing and the lat- 
ter coming into full fledge, were con- 
currently popular, for fiction least. 
The cloth binding was more expensive 
produce, but difference price 
was made for boards and full cloths.

Customer taste 
varied. The publisher when possible 
used the cheaper boards. Thus the 
older method was kept alive during 
the transition period.

Possibilities Modern Book Crafts 
Exemplified Portfolio Including 
Representative Continental Craft Work 


HAT modernism design need 
not wholly berserk proved 
“The Modern Art the Book,” 
one series portfolios under the 
general heading Complete 
Working Library Modern Art,” 
published the School Arts Maga- 
zine Worcester, Mass. 
Selected Pedro Lemos during 
trip Europe, these three dozen 
plates show the work various ar- 
tists and designers, many them 
European, the form book illus- 
trations and decorative art suitable 
for bookwork and bookbindings. 


Some Mr. Lemos’ selections in- 
dicate that the dignity the wood- 
cut and the judicious freedom the 
poster its artistic best need not 
wholly excluded from the category 
modern art. Several the plates 


show that illustrations trend more 


the line renderings and wood-block 
effects instead the halftone engrav- 
ings, and each case the line and 
block engravings harmonize with the 
type pages. 

Often the artists and designers 
whose work presented impres- 
sively this portfolio—a work 
modern art itself—place illustrations 
and type parts carefully balanced 
panel forms. There evident also 
return the rougher surfaced papers 
and the craftsman influence the 
medieval printers, well ten- 
dency toward type faces nearer the 
design qualities those used the 
first book printers. 


Five the plates show abstract 
and decorative rather than pic- 
torial patterns for cover decoration, 
and the inclination eliminate the 
effects light and shade 
preference for the decorative manner. 


book cover designs from 
restriction the title the upper 
half the front cover. appears 
there but one; two centered, 
half, and another squared off 
against the right edge, midway be- 
tween top and bottom. 

Some cover designs are geometrical 
line; other hand tooling manipu- 
lates planes with feeling which 
imparted the sensitive critic.

Can there definite understand- 
ing among business men connected 
with the bookbinding industry re- 
frain under any circumstances, from 
with printers who owe money 
any their number until they 
have made payment full? own 
opinion this matter that policy 
this kind would constitute con- 
spiracy restraint trade, and 
would, therefore, not advisable 
from the standpoint any asso- 
ciation. 


Anti-Trust laws most states 
are fairly uniform and tend 
follow the Federal laws the sub- 
ject. The idea back the law 
allow for free play competition, 


and the use black list definitely 
violation thereof, subjecting the con- 
spirators criminal well civil 
liability for unduly restraining trade. 

Black lists any other discrimina- 
tory lists are prohibited, where their 
aim fix prices restrict the field 
competition.

the year 1888 financial panic 

swept over the United States, and 
left its wake untold num- 
ber ruined businesses. 


This panic left its effects all 
parts the country, and struck 
with particular viciousness the lit- 
tle city Lambertville, For, 
this city, three brothers were strug- 
gling operate paper mill which 
they had lately acquired. 


The acquisition this mill was the 
first combined business venture the 
O’Brien family, and this first venture 
ended with sudden crash. The three 
brothers, James, Bartholomew and 
John O’Brien, had worked together 
this mill from boyhood. The time 
came when they pooled their resources 
and made the Algerian gesture 
buying the business which they had 
served their apprenticeship. 


The panic which engulfed them 
ended this association. James O’Brien 
headed for Virginia and served there 
the superintendent paper mill. 
New York and 
secured position 
master mechanic 
paper mill, which, 
strangely enough, 
was situated the 
heart New York 
City. John went 
Canada, where 
assumed the position 
plant manager 
the Woodruff pulp

ames O'Brien plants Merritton, 


Ontario. 


The brothers were separated for 
twenty years, but during this time 
their original ambition was still 
their minds. 


John O’Brien had left Canada and 
returned the States 1900. 
had accepted the position manager 
the Windsor division the Ameri- 
Writing Company mill Wind- 
sor Locks, Conn. 1907 another 
financial panic visited the country, 
which, again, had its effect John 
O’Brien. suffered nervous 
breakdown, and repaired for treat- 
ment and rest sanitarium situ- 
ated the top Mt. Wachusett. 
Wachusett quite large mountain

Massachusetts, and clear 
day its high eminence can seen 
the people who live the village 
Otter River. 


1907 Otter River boasted one in- 
dustry. woolen mill stood the 
center the town. turbulent river 
flowed through the center the town, 
and served the motive power 
drive the wheels the plant situated 
its bank. The panic 1907 
caused this plant shut down its 
wheels. 

John O’Brien heard this and 
hustled down from 
his 
treat. sized 
the situation, became 
enamored with the 
water power possi- 
bilities, made 
quick decision, and 
issued hurry call 
his two brothers. 
They responded, 
and few weeks 
the Otter River 
Board Co. came into 
being. 


This venture the three brothers 
met with success from the start. The 
mill. ran successfully for six years, 
and then, 1913, was swept the 
ground fire. This blow 
vere, but was not fatal. The broth-

ers had set aside enough capital 


withstand just such shock this, 
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and new modern plant was erected. 

Bartholomew and James O’Brien 
have both passed their eternal re- 
ward, but both lived see boyish 
dream carried into fruition. John 
O’Brien still carries on, though late 
years his efforts have been towards 
training new generation that com- 
ing along. His son, James O’Brien, 
and his son-in-law, Christian, 
are now attending most the execu- 
tive work. 

During the last five years the pro- 
duction the mill has been increased 
per cent. This fact noted merely 
illustrate that the Otter River 
Board Company keeping pace with 
the rapidly expanding bookbinding in- 
dustry.
